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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to claims 1,14, and 16 requiring at least one proteinase, at least one xylanase and sodium 
bicarbonate changes the scope of the claims because the claims now require both enzymes and sodium bicarbonate. This is different in 
scope from previous claim 5 which requires one or the other not both. The limiation on " sodium bicarbonate" was not claimed previously. 
The amendment raises new issue and requires further search and consideration. . 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is not persuasive for reason of 
record. The examiner maintains her position that if the enzyme is the same and the concentration is the same as disclosed, then it is 
inherent the unit is within the range claimed. While the specification is not put in the claims, the specification can be used to interpret the 
claimed limitation. . 
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
